Irish Linen. 


Unemployment in the flax, linen and 
hemp trades of Northern Ireland in the 
first week of the present year amounted to 
one in every three of the workers, or a 
total of over 26,000 persons. Happily, 
there are signs of an approaching revival 
of business. The high price of flax has 
been one of the chief difficulties under 
which the great industries of the North 
have laboured during the past year, but 
now Irish-grown flax fibre is being sold at 
less than 95s. per cwt.—a fall of over 60s. 
from the price quoted at this time last 
year. It is hoped, moreover, that flax 
from Russia will be substantially cheaper 
this year. A correspondent of The Times 
points out that Ireland can buy Russian 
flax on more favourable terms than 
her Continental competitors — Belgium 
and Czecho-Slovakia—since the favour- 
able British exchange, while it imposes a 
hardship on the exporter, assists the pur- 
chaser of raw materials. Whereas the high 
cost of flax and the uncertainty of the 
supply discouraged Ulster spinners last 
year from producing yarns except to order, 
this year’s low price emboldened most of 
the spinning: mills last week to resume 
work. The fortunes of the Irish linen 
industry, however, must depend ultimately 
on the market for the finished article. In 
recent times the decline of the American 
demand prompted the fear that new and 
flimsier fabrics had supplanted linen in 
American favour. Efforts were made, 
indeed, to find a market within the Empire 
to compensate for that which apparently 
had been lost in the United States. 
Now, however, good news comes across the 
Atlantic of a recovery in the demand for 
linen goods; and Belfast hopes, with the 
fall in the cost of flax, to recover from 
its Continental competitors the privilege 
of supplying American housewives with 
the gleaming and snowy fabric which 
excels all rival cloths in beauty, durability 
and true worth. 


Litera Scripta. 


The Irish people are addicted. to the 
writing “of informal inscriptions more 
than any other race. Irish antiquities 
generally .are signed as thickly +s 
books. at hotels. The interior 
walls of the tumuli of the Boyne 
Valley, built 2,000 years ago, bear the 
scribbled records of innumerable visits by 
trippers, and some ignoramus has sought 
to render even the supposed ‘‘ Stone of 
Destiny’’ on the Hill of Tara yet more 
illustrious by carving his initials on its 
ancient surface.

CELEBRITY CONCERT. 


AN ENJOYABLE: PROGRAMME. 


The Sunday Celebrity Concert’ in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, last night, was an 
excellent entertainment. Vocalism of: a high 
order was provided by Mr. Malcolm 
pee (basso) and Mir. Tudor Davies 

norj—two artists who are popular on the 
concert platform. On the instrumental side 
there were violin selections by Miss Edith 
Kelly Lange, the Dublin player who has of 
late been figuring in the broadcasting pro- 
grammes from London and Continental 
stations. 

Mr. McEachern was in splendid form, and 
quickly established sympathetic relations with 
his audience. He had beev announced to sing 
three items, but a greedy audience demanded 
more, and he sang a round dozen. His chief 
offerings were Verdi's “ Sperate O Figli’’ ard 
Handel’s “ Arm, Arm ye Brave.”’ In the 
Handel piece he was delightfully resonant, and 
he sang with an admirable sense of rhymth. 
Such ballads as “ The Floral Dance, 
“ Rolling Down to Rio” “The Lute 
Player,” ard ‘‘ Myself when Young,” were 
exquisitely given, and with an easy grace 
that marked the artistry of the singer; but 
they did little more than suggest the capa- 
bilities of his voice. 

Mr. Tudor Davies, who was a stranger to 
many of his listeners, sang himself quickly 
into favour. His opening contribution, the 
popular “ Your Tiny Hand,” from “La 
Bohéme,”’ was sung with a purity of tone and 
diction, and a power of interpretation that 
proclaimed the singers worth. He was 
generously applauded, and during the night 
he sang a great number of items, including 
Beethoven's Adelaide” (beautifully ren- 
dered), Coleride Taylor’s ‘‘ Eleanore,’’ and 
the ever vernal “ La Donna e Mobile ” and 
"'“On with the Motley.” 

Miss Edith Kelly Lange quite realised ex- 
pectations in her violin playing. In the open- 
ing piece, the vieux temps ‘Ballade et 
Polonaise,’ she appeared a little unsteady, 
probably the result of nervousness; but she 
was splendidly convincing in her subsequent 
work. Danela’s “ Romance” and ‘‘ Bolero '— 
the latter especially—were very well ren- 
dered, as were some arrangements of Irish airs 
by Dr. Larchet. The violinist. must have been 
pleased with an audience that recalled her 
half a dozen times. Miss Lucy Leenane at 
the piano played with that characteristic 
touch as accompanis: which has made her 
services so valuable. It was a pity that the 
audience was not larger.

' The Gaeltacht Commission, which met at 
regular intervals in Dublin over a prolonged 
period and subseq~-ntly visited portions of 
the Gaelic speaking areas of Donegal, Mayo 
and Galway, will also make its report soon. 
The. Departmental Committee on’ Workmen’s 
Compensation has still ¢onsiderable’ work to 
do, and will not report ‘for sme time. There 
are also the Primary School Programme Com- 
mittee, and the Old Age Pensions Com- 
mittee which are due to report shortly. 

A sub-committee of the former is at work 
on a draft report. I understand that few. 
if any, revolutionary recommendations will 
be made in the report, which will very 
largely keep to the present lines in elemen- 
tary education. It will be interesting to see 
what the Committee has to say about the 
‘teaching of Irish, against which so many 
parents and teachers are protesting nowadays.

“The financial and _ industrial outlook 
generally was so serious that he could not 
contract any obligations or ties which would 
prevent him leaving the country. at the 
shortest possible notice,” said Colonel 
O'Callaghan: Westropp, at the annual general 
meeting of the County Executive of the Clare 
Farmers’ Union, held in Ennis on last Satur- 
day, in explanation of his intended retire- 
ment as President of the Union. 

Colonel Westropp went on to say that he 
had spared neither money, time nor health in 
the interest of the industry, and had always 
put the business of the Union hefore his 
private business or inclinations, because he 
was absolutely certain that the whole future 
of the country and its reconstruction de- 
pended on the farmgr taking his proper place 
in the national life. 

But what had been the contribution of 
the farmers of Clare? He had striven to get 
them to see the benefits of self-reliance and 
intelligent organisation, but he had failed. 
Thousands of them would’ not join the As- 
sociation or subscribe to its work. There 
was no use in letting the organisation in the 
county become a one-man show, so they 
should appoint someone in his stead and let 
the bad old tradition of relying on other 
people go out with him

FATHER KNOX’S JOKE 
CAUSES ALARM 
IN DUBLIN.

The Rev. Ronald Knox, who is to lecture 
in Dublin next week, unwittingly caused 
some excitement in Dublin and other 
towns last Saturday night. 

During the course of a burlesque of a 
news bulletin, which was bro&dcast from 
Edinburgh and relayed to London, Father 
Knox said: — | | 

“ A mod of the unemployed has assembied 
in Trafalgar square, and is 
‘incited to sack the National Gallery 
by Mr, Popptethwaite, secretary of the 

. anti-theatre queue movement. 

“The mob, having sacked the National 
Gollery, is ‘iow surging down White- 
hall and attacking Government offices. 

“*The Houses of Parliament has just been 
blown up by grenades. Big Ben has 
fallen to the ground. 

‘The Savoy Hotel has just fallen in 
‘ruins, after being rushed by the mob, 
being blown up by grenades. 

“The mob has entered the B.B.C. offices."’ 


Persons. not aware of the burlesque 
nature of the speaker’s remarks, which 
were described on the programme as 
“Broadcasting the Barricades,’’ were 
under the igipression that a revolution 
had broken 6ut in London. 

Many Dublin listeners-in who had not 
heard the preliminary remarks made by 
the speaker were greatly mystified, and a 
number anxiously telephoned to the Dublin 
newspapers for further particulars. 

Mr. W. D. Hogan, who heard the first 
part of the item at his studio in Mary 
street, was topped and questioned by 
several persons when passing through the 
streets in his motor car, which was equipped 
with a wireless outfit. 


B.B.C.’"S REASSURANCE. 

The same confusion occurred in many 
parts of England, and so serious was the 
perturbation that the British Broadcasting 
Company had later to broadcast a state- 
ment assuring the public that the “news”! 
was not to be taken seriously. Shortly 
before. nine o'clock the British Broadcast- 
ing Company stated:— . 

“ We have had many inquiries about 
certain imaginative, statements in. Father 

nox’s talk which: was broadcast from 
Edinburgh at 7.40. Those statements, of 
course, were not intended to be taken 
seriously. We wish to assure our 
listeners that there is no cause for any 
anxiety. We are all safe, and London is 
still hanny, though cold and snowbound.”’ 

Father Knox is a well-known humorist, 
and his item in the programme was a skit 
entitled ‘‘ Broadcasting the Barricades.’’ 
He was giving extracts from imaginary | 
news bulletins describing a future Red 
riot in London. Sound effects interspersed 
his remarks, and many listeners-in thought 
that a serious industrial upheaval was 
actually in progress. 

The British Broadcasting Company, in 
an official statement later, said:—‘‘ The 
British Broadcasting Company regrets 
that any listeners should have been per- 
turbed by this purely fantastic picture, 
but we would-remind listeners that in thie 
as in all similar cases, a preliminary 
warning was given that what followed 
was to be taken as an entertainment, and 
not seriously. Incijents in the course of 
the skit itself also should have served to 
show its character, but it appears that the 
warning and such episodes were missed by 
listeners who came into the talk too late.’’ 


A PREVIOUS SKIT. 

Father Knox, the son of Bishop Knox, 
was at one time an Anglican clergyman, 
but a few years ago he was received into 
the Roman Catholic Church. He gained 
fame at Oxford for his amusing Limericks. 
Three years ago he wrote a sparkling satire 
in the form of alleged “ Memories of the 
Future, 1915-1972, by Opal Lady 
Porstock.”’

STOUT PROFITS. 


EXTRA 10/- TO GO TO

The Licensed Vintners' Association, it 
is understood, are to consider the position 
created by the reduction by Messrs. 
Guinness of the price of stout by 10s. 
per hogshead. . 

The traders, however, are not inclined 
to fall in with the popular demand that 
the 10s. should be passed on to the con- 
sumer, and hold the view that the price 
should remain unchanged. The suggestion 
has been made that, to prevent the trader 
from pocketing the extra 10s. per hogs- 
head, the Government should increase the 
duty by this amount, making it retrospec- 
tive from the. 1st January this year, when 
Messrs, Guinness’s new price came into 
force. In this way, it is argued, the 
publican, whose profits are already high, 
will obtain no direct benefit from the 
cut, and the 10s. will be available for 
the reduction of taxes. I understand that 
the suggestion is to be put before the 
Minister for Finance. 


PRICES COMPARED. 

It is stated that the new prices mean a 
reduction in Cork of 6s. per barrel. The 
difierence between the price per barrel in 
Dublin and the price per barrel in Cork— 
5s. 3d.—is the cost of erage. but while the 
retail prices in Cork were only 9d. a pint and 
6d. a bottle, the Dublin prices were ls. a 
pint and 8d. a bottle. In Waterford the 
retail price asked was 7d. a bottle and 10d. 
a pint, but in the majority of places through- 
out Ireland, the charge was 6d. a bottle and 
9d. a pint. 

The reduction just announced, said Mr. 
Desmond, the Secretary of the Licensed 
‘Vintners’ Association in Cork, would mean 
no reduction in the retail prices, as it meant 
a difference of only id. per pint. ‘‘ There 
is ‘no anticipation whatever,” he said, “ that 
the farthing reduction per pint given by 
Messrs. Guinness and Co. will in any way 
affect the prices now obtaining.” 


PROTECTING BLACK- 
WATER FISHERIES. 


ASSOCIATION FORMED. 


At a meeting of owners and lessees of rod 
angling interests on the Blackwater (Co. Cork) 
River, held in Mallow, it was agreed to form 
an Owners’ and Lessees Association for the 
Blackwater (Co. Cork) angling fisheries. 

Mr. R. E. Longfield (chairman) said that 
the water bailifis seemed to do nothing in the 
direction of putting a stop to poaching.

The continued depressién in the Tinen 
industry has created a serious state of 
unemployment~ in Belfast and district. 
Owing principally to the shortage of work 
in the linen industry the number of un- 
employed in Northern Ireland has in- 
creased frem 40,000 to 63,000, and the 
deficit on the Unemployment Fead to 
£4,500,000. RS 

The depreciated exchange in Franca, 
Belgium, and C¥echo-Slovakia, and their 
lower costs of production, have enabled 
these countries not only to invade the 
markets of the world formerly supplied 
largely by the Irish linen industry, but 
also to compete successfully with local 
manufacturers in the home market. 


FORMALITIES COMPLETED. 

For instance, the total value of the imports 
of linen manufactures into Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland last year, according to 
figures which have just been published, was 
£1,141,266, compared with £692,001 in 1923. 
The imports of flax and hemp yarns were 
179,681 tons, valued at £1,341,930. 

When these two items are added together 
they make a formidable total, and Irish and 
Scotch weavers and spianers have been de- 
prived of this amount of work. There appears 
to be in: these facts a good case for. the 
application of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act to the linen trade. 

I understand that the necessary formalities 

ave now been completed to enable an en- 
quiry to be held, in accordance with the regu- 
lations, to apply the Act to the linen in- 


dustry. 
1925 FIGURES. 

During 1925 linen piece goods of all kinds 
totalling 83,680,700 square yards, valued at 
£6,867,802, was exported, “as against 
110,786,100 square yards,valued at £8,432,675, 
for the year 1924. Exports to the United 
States were 40,225,200 square yards, as 
against 67,506,600 square yards in 1924, with 
respective values of £2,897,622 and £4,618, 800. 

Amongst the countries showing increased 
takings ‘during the year are Cuba, Brazil, 
British South Africa, British East Indies, 
Australia, and New Zealand. There are 
declines in the exports to Denmatk, Belgium, 
and also other Continental countries, Egypt 
and Canada. Exports of handkerchiefs were 
3.127,853 dozens, valued at, £901,220, against 
4,252,132 doens, valued at £1,172,359, in the 
previous year ; damask table linens, not in the 
piece, were valued at £1,284,851, against 
£1,466,408, and finished thread to the extent 
of 24,422 cwt., valued at £864,031, which 
showed an advance in weight from 23,714 
cwt., valued at £887,981. 


EXPORTS DOWN. 

The total value of the linen manufactures 
exported last year was £11,207,267, against 
£15,520,491 in 1924, and £11,735,832 in 1923. 
Exports of flax: and hemp yarns totalled 
79,981 cwt., valued at £1,274,442, against 
45,540 cwt., valued at £1,425,862 in 1924. 

On the import side 29,370 tons’ of flax, 
valued at £3,770,047, tow 4,954 tons, valued 
at £404,848, as compared with 36,623 tons of 
flax, valued at £4,314,013, and of tow 12,999 
tons, valued at £996,141, for the preceding 


year,

COMPLAINT BY RUMANIAN

PARIS, Sunday. 
The critical situation in which the 
Government was placed at the end of last 
week by the practical rejection of its 
Finance Bill by the Finance Committee of 
the Chamber was suddenly relieved cn 
Friday evening by a new development in 
the situation. The main feature of the 
Government's bill is the tax on payments, 
which, in M. Doumer’s opinion, provides 
the only possible means of raising 
promptly the bulk of the additional 
revenue required to balance the Budget. 
The Socialists and Radicals, ‘whose repre- 
sentatives make up just half the Com- 
mittee, rejected this tax on the ground 
that it would send up the cost of living. 
In the course of Friday afternoon a com- 
Lromise was suggested by a representative 
of the Socialist Republican group. This was 
that the tax should be established only for 


this year. ‘This proposal was cagerly taken 
up as a possible way out of the deadlock 
by the Moderate members of the Committee. 


At the same time M. Briand and M. Doumer 
expressed the wish to meet the Committee 
again, and a very conciliatory interview took 
place, in the course of which the Minister 
of Finance said that he would accept any 
practical suggestions for increasing the offer 
of revenue immediately, while several of the 
Radical members admitted that they did not 
want to see the ‘iovernm:nt defeated. 
NOT OVER. 

These two moves produced quite a change 
in the political atmosphere. The decisive 
debate in the Chamber, which was to have 
taken place yesterday, was postponed until 
some time this week. and the Finance Com- 
m-stee, without making any promises, under- 
took to continue its examination of the 
question. 

The crisis is not yet dissolved, though it is 
considerably mitigated. The greater part of 
the Left wing of the Chamber. which has 
been opposing M. Doumer’s Finance Bill, 
maintains its preference for direct, rather 
than indirect, . taxation, but there is good 
hope that matters will be arranged. Both 
MM. Briand and Doumer, and their Radical 
und Socialist opponents, have shown that 
they would rather not risk a battle, which 
might end in the defeat of the Government 
so long as there is a chance of their coming 
to terms. 

BATTLE POSTPONED. 

At any rate, the battle has been postpone: 
for a few days, and, in the meantime, nego. 
tiatjons are going on behind the scenes. The 
most probable basis for a compromise is the 
suggestion that the tax on payments—a 
stumbling bleck to the Left groups, but for 
M. Doumer-a sine gua non—should be intro- 
duced for this year only. 

It was anderstood on Friday that the 
Radical party was prepared to accept this con- 
dition, but ts representatives in the Finance 
Committee are still officially opposed to the 
tax in principle, and with the rest of the 
cartel representatives do not ‘propose to go 
back on their decision of Thursday, by which 
they rejected it altagetiier. dh 

owever, the representatives of the Centre 
groups, including the Gauche HKadicale, do 
not intend to let the matter drop. They will 
propose that the tax be granted as a strictly 
provisional measure, and there is a possibility 
that. with a little mianeuvring a majority in 
its favour may be secured.

DONEGAL MAN'S CHARGE 
AGAINST CHEMIST. 


During the hearing of a case at Donegal 
District Court, in which Robert 8. Chapman, 
pharmageutical chemist, Donegal, sued Joseph 
Fh. Espey, retired postmaster, Donegal, to re- 
cover £5 0s. 9d. alleged to be due i“ plaintiff 
by defendant for goods, sold and Wel red, 
jit was stated that the goods in question’ were 
noxious drugs ordered by the defendant's 
wife, and the defendant alleged that his wife 
was a physical and mental wreck im conse- 
quence of secret and illegal trattic carried on 
by the plaintiff. 

The plaintiff stated that, fearing that Mrs. 
Espey was becoming addicted to the drug 
habit, he considered. it his duty to acquaint 
her husband, and at the defendant’s request 
he gave instructions to his manager to supply 
her with no more medicine. 

The defesdant said that he came to Done-

ae supplied to iis: wife he went to 
plaintiff, who told him that he had been try- 
ing to thé movey secretly from his wife, 
but had’ failed, and how wished to have the 
account settled, as he was leaving the town. 
The plaintiff added: ‘‘I am sorry to inform 
you that your wife is a victim of the drag 
habit.” 

The witness asked, ' Is not the drug habit 
a form of lunacy?” 1¢ was a scandal to supply 
his wife with the stuff; and he knew that her 
life had been wrecked with noxious drugs 
supplied since 1909, ‘: all through the machina- 
tion of Mr. Chapman.” Altogether she hed 
received seventy-five bottles, he went op, and 
be had formed the opinion that her taking 
of the drugs was the cause of the state of her 
health. 

The Justice (Mr. Sean O’Hanrahan}—That 
is not expert opinion. 

The Witness—She was physically and men- 
tally a wreck. 

Mr. Francis Gallacher, LL.B. (íor the plain- 
tiff), protested against the allegations against 
Mr. Chapman, who was a respectable man ; 
and the Pattie held that the statements were 
not evidence. 

Cross-examined, the defendant admitted 
that he had not been told by any doctor 
that the drugs had shattered the health of his 
wife. No doctor attended. her. Asked how 
he knew that the drugs were not restoratives 
for his wife, he replied: *‘ The drugs were 
given in secret. The traffic was carried on 
in secret,” 

Deciding the case, the Justice said that Mr. 
Chapman acted in a perfectly upright manner 
in the matter. He told Mr. Shannon, who 
was then his manager, not te supply Mrs. 
Espey with drugs. Mr. Chapman was candid, 
and Mr. Shannon acted wrongly on the ‘in- 
structions of his employer. He wag rather 
sorry that he could not give a decree, as Mr. 
Chapman was no way to blame, as everything 
occurred in his absence. Both Mr, Espey 
and Mr. Chapman were entirely blameless.

It would be a very 
easy th to contradict Mr. Cussen. Any- 
ew anything abeut meat could see 
that the victuallers of Cork were supplying 
as good a quality of meat as could be foun 
in any part of the world. (Hear, hear.) They 
were a respectable body of men; and earried 
én their trade in an eminently satisfactory 
manner. All those important matters would 
engage the attention of the conference, and 
he was sure that proper action would be 
taken. i 

Mr. P. Crowley, as a representative of the 
Cattle Market Committee, asked that: some 
action should be taken in the interests of the 
cattle trade. He was surprised that such 
bodies as the Farmers’ Union and the United 
Cattle Traders’ Association, bodies vitally in- 
terested in the trade, had not previously 
taken action to protest against it and refute 
it. The report of the statement had been 
copied into the English papers, and would 
have a detrimental effect on the Irish trade 
in England and other countries.. If there was 
any truth whatever in such a statement, it 
would be the business of the Government to 
hold an inquiry, with a view to having such 
a serious question fully investigated; but he 
did not think that there would be any neces- 
sity for such a step when the recognised 
bodies of the country would express their 
views on it. 
Mr. P. T. Buckley thought that too much 
notice had been taken of Mr. Cussen’s state- 
ment. No person who knew the condition 
and quality of Irish cattle would take such a 
statement seriorisly, The Irish cattle that had 
been shipped to English lairages and slanghter- 
houses stood on their own merits and spoke 
for themselves, and, theugh some complaints 
might. be made from time to time about the 
condition in which they reached their destina- 
tions, no complaints had ever been made that 
they were affected with tuberculosis. If they 
were so affected they would have had plenty 
of complaints from the other side, especially 
as some people were anxious to have a slap at 
the Irish trade. 

Mr. D. F. O'Flynn said that Mr. Cussen’s 
action was due to imprudence. Mr. Cussen 
alleged that fifty per cent. of their cattle were 
affected by tuberculosis. Where did he get 
his figures? It was a ridiculous statement. 
The Government should inquire into these 
allegations, 

r. H. T. Ryan said that. he desired to 
state what were the well-known facts in the 
Profession to which he belonged. Tubercle 
was not of recent origin; it was in their 
country for years and years, and it was also 
in England and in every country all over the 
world. In England several recognised 
authorities agreed that thirty-three per cent, 
of their animals were tubercular or would 
react to the tuberculin test. From his own 
experience in Ireland, he never got less than 
twenty per cent. reacting; it was sometimes 
higher and well over twenty per cent., and 
that return was on farms that were well run 
and of good standing.

GOREY'S URGENT APPEAL FOR 
RELIEF. 


Letters revealing an appalling state of 
afiairs in Gorey, owing to unemployment and 
absence of sanitation and a proper water 
supply mm er haE“ ag san at a meet- 
ing las riday of the Count fe: 
Health Board. : ESMA 

Dr. E. G. Connolly, Medical Officer, wrote 
stating that, unless something was done to 
relieve the situation, whole families were 
threatened with death by disease and starva- 
tion. - The number of cases treated at the 
dispensary Was never so great as at present, 
and the sickness in some cases could be 
traced directly to lack of food and sanitation. 
For fear of being called an alarmist, he sub- 
mitted a list of names of sixty-seven men 
who were unemployed, of whic twenty-six 
lived in condemned houses. He suggested 
that the Health Board should give selief 
work by ‘providing a proper sewerage 
system for the town and by building houses 
to replace those unfit for human habitation. 

A letter from the Rev. Canon Willis, B.D., 
Rector, stated that to anyone acquainted 
with the conditions in Gorey the situation 
was appalling. The water supply was so 
bad and lack of sanitation so prevalent that 
sporadic outbreaks of disease were continu- 
ally o¢eurring, ‘and, indeed, were inevitable. 
While he did not believe in the wisdom of 
purely relief work, he was convinced that Dr. 
Connolly’s proposals were an essential 
demand. 

The Very Rev. J. J. Rossiter, P.P., inti- 
mated that Dr. Connolly’s proposals had his 
sympathetic support. One of the greatest 
needs in Gorey was a proper water supply, 
and if this and the proposed sanitary and 
housing scheme were taken in hands at once, 
they would tide over the unemployed for a 
couple of years. 

r. Aidan Connolly, Clerk to the Board, 
said that in Esmonde street, to which Father 
Rossiter referred, the houses had an open 
space at the back, and absolutely no out- 
offices. The Board could not compel the 
landlords to provide sanitary accommoda- 
tion when there was no public sanitary 
system to which pipes could be connected. 

The Board appointed a Committee to 
visit Gorey to inquire further into the 

atter.

The continued open character of the season has 
enabled Free State farmers to complete the 
loughing of stubbles, A good start has also 
win made with the ploughing of lea land. 
‘Other forms of work in which farm hands were 
eng during the past month included the 
repairing of fences, the making and cleaning 
of drains, scouring of water-channels, pullin 
and carting of turnips, top-dressing . 6 
meadows with compost, and the carting out 
of farm-yard manure to fields intended for. 

en crops, or to be spread on stubble ground 
for ploughing in. In some counties all kinds 
of farm work were considered to be well. for- 
ward, and the extent. of ploughing done much 
in adyance of that usual at the end of the 
season in other years. 

HAY AND STRAW PLENTIFUL. 

As the Department of Lands and Agricul- 
ture mentions.in its monthly report on afti- 
cultural conditions, owing to the nature of 
the weather, the giving of fodder to outside 
grazing stock was unnecessary until the end 
of December. It was only then that supplies 
of hay and straw were touched. The bulk of 
winter fodder is in consequence fairly plenti- 
ful. Small quantities of hay sold in Co. Gal- 
way at £35 per ton; in Co, Kildare current 
prices were 5s. to £4 15s. per ton for first 
crop hay, £2 to £3 10s. for second crop hay, 
and £2 to £2 10s. per ton for old meadow 
hay; the general price for any oat straw sold 
was £2 to £2 10s. per ton. In North Tip- 
perar oe sold at from 18s, to 20s, per 
ton delivered; in other counties prices for 
turnips ranged from 15s. up to 20s. and 22s 
per ton. Large supplies of home-grown grain 
remain on hands, and these are being used 
liberally for feeding to all classes of stock. 
In many counties both dairy farmers and pig- 
feeders are relying on crushed oats and barley 
meal, and hence the purchase of any imported 
foodstuffs is very limited. In Co. Roscommon 
the current price for Indian meal was lls. 6d. 
ser cwt,, pollard 13s, per cwt., linseed cake 
7s, 6d. per cwt, and linseed cake meal 17s. 
per cwt. In Co. Monaghan the surplus quan- 
tity of potatoes available is being largely fed 
not only to pigs, but also to dairy cows and 
weanling calves, 

The bulk of grain sold during the month 
wag very small, and chiefly confined to oats. 
a few lots of barley were sold in Co. Carlow 
at 17s, 6d. per barrel (16 stones), and the 
same price was paid in North Tipperary; in 
Co. Kildare a small quantity of malting barley 
brought’ 18s. per barrel, and in that county 
from 14s. to 15s, was the general price for 
feeding barley, | Oate rather improved in 
price, and some samples of best white oats 
reached 16s. per barrel (14 stones) in Co. 
Dublin. In Co, Carlow prices were from 12s. 
to 14s. per barrel, in Laoighis from 11s. 6d. 
to 1ós. per barrel for white oats, and around 
10s. for black oats; in North Tipperary 
prices were better at from 14s. to 15s for 
white and 12s. to 13s. 6d. per barrel for 
black oats; in Co. Cork white oats advanced 
to 8s, 6d. per cwt., and black oats sold at 
around 7s. 4d. per cwt. Over the Northern 
counties prices varied from ls. Iid. to 
ls. 24d. per stone in Tirconnail to ls. 4a. per 
stone jn Co, Cavan. 

POTATOES, 

The supply of potatoes is plentiful, and the 
tubers are stated to be keeping well in the 
pit The level of prices continues low, and 
ittle selling is being done. In Tirconnail 
wrices are as low as £1 15s. to £2 per ton 
for ware, and any retail lots marketed do 
not fetch more than 2s. to 2s. ód per cwt. 
The ordinary price at Midland markets varies 
from ós. 6d. to 4s. 6d. per ewt., but most of 
the crop in this area 1s being fed to pigs. 
The calinesy retail price over the country 
is from 4d. to 6d. per stone. 

Vlax.—In Co. Cavan the yield of flax was 
fairly good and the fibre of average quality ; 
demand at markets was slightly better and 
the average price paid was around 12s. per 
stone.- In Co. Monaghan yields were disap- 
pointing and varied from 16 to 54 stones per 
acre; prices were poor at from &s. to Lls. 
per stone. In Tirconnail yields are reported 
to be fair and the quality of the fibre good ; 
trade was dull, and in face of the poor de- 
mand prices ruled low; the general rates -cur- 
rent were from £3 15s. to £4 10s, per ewt., 
or from 9s. 44d. to lls. 3d. per stone. , 

Catch Crops.—In some counties rape sown 
during July “á now been nearly all eaten off 
by sheep. Autumn sown as of rape as 
well as of rye and vetches look very strong, 
and even in Co. Kilkenny, and promise to 
give an early cutting in spring. In Co. Cork 
and other Southern counties plots were 
severely checked by the frosts of early Decem- 
ber, but recovered somewhat towards the end 
of the month. 

Winter wheat, where sown during Octo- 
ber looks promising and is fairly 
forward, though the severe frosts gave fields 
a temporary check in growth. Plots sown 
during November are backward, and in some 
instances the crop has not yet appeared over 
the ground. 

Cattle fairs were, as a rule, small and prices 
hardly up to the level ofthe preceding month. 
The best fat cattle sold chiefly within a range 
of from 45s. to 50s. per cwt., and in Co. 
Westmeath 42s. to 46s. per cwt. was the esti- 
mated live weight price store cattle were 
fetching. 

The supply of milk was normal for the 
season, though a marked decrease was notice- 
able as the month advaticed, due to the harsh- 
ness of the weather and the increased num- 
ber of cows drying off.. The prices paid to 
creameries by suppliers (separated milk being 
returned) were from 7}d. to 10d. per gallon 
in Leinster, 7d. to 9id. in Munster, 7d. to 
8d. in Ulster, and 7d. to 84d. in Connacht. 

The numbers of sheep on offer were small, 
and trade generally proved dull. 

The previous high level of prices for finished 
pigs was well maintained. 

THE HORSE TRADE. 

Trade in horses showed no change, and the 
only demand existing in Co. Dublin was for 
hunters and high-class riding horses, which 
sold well. In Co. Kildare strong - framed 
farming horses of good quality sold at from 
£25 to £30 each, and high-ciass huniers at 
gs ranging from £50 to £100 each. In 

‘o. Meath, prime farming horses sold at trom 
£16 to £20, and young untrained horses were 
impossible to dispose of. In the Southern 
counties, horses of the hunter type were 
keenly bought, and in South Tipperary prices 
varying from £60 to £120 were paid for made 
hunters. Business was dull at Northern fairs, 
In Co. Monaghan, 2 to 3-year-old horses sold 
at from £8 to £14, 4 to 5-year-old horses 
at from £16 to £22, and old horses at from 
£5 to £12. In the Western counties, the 
common run of prices for good working horses 
was from £15 to £25. Draught horses were 
stated to have shown a slight improvement 
in price at Co. Roscommon fairs and sold at 
from £16 to £24 each, according to size and 
quality. 


SUNDAY PANTOMIME. 
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CLONMEL AND SABBATH DAY 
ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The question of opening theatres on Sunday 
for the exhibition of pictures and stage per- 
formances has been agitating Clonmel for 
some time. 

Recently travelling companies gave operatic 
and cinema performances on a Sunday, and 
there was a very large attendance at both. 
This led to the publication of a letter, signed 
by all the Catholic priests in Clonmel, pro- 
testing against Sunday performances, and 
pointing out that it was unlawful for persons 
to continue on Sundays the regular work in 
which they were engaged during the week. 

The. Right Rev. Dean Walsh, P.P., in an- 
other letter, pointed out that the Bishop, in 
reply to a request from Co. Waterford cinema 
proprietors, had declined to do anything that 
would even seem to favour Sunday pictures. 

At Clonmel Corporation Mr. O'Meara tabled 
a resolution to extend the cinema licences for 
Clonmel theatres to seven days, so as to en- 
able theatres to show pictures on Sundays.

STORM IN FRANCE. 


HOW COMMUNICATIONS 
WERE INTERRUPEED., 


PARIS, Saturday. 

Some idea of the extent to which the tele- 
graph and telephone services in France were 
affected by the incessant storms which raged 
throughout the country from December 20 to 
December 51, may be gathered from a com- 
munication issued by the Ministry of Com- 
merce, Posts and Telegraphs. In all, the total 
length of wires blown down exceeded 30 kilo- 
metres, while thousands of telegraph poles 
were overthrown. The damage was parti- 
cularly serious in the Paris suburbs; 53 poles 
supporting 84 wires came down on the railway 
at Pierrelaye; at Herblay 15 poles, bearing 
50 wires, fell on a train, happily without 
causing any serious accident. 

Over a kilometre af the important system 
of 150 wires connecting Lille with Dun- 
kerque was blown down, while over a dis- 
tance of several kilometres the Paris-Belfort 
system collapsed near Troyes, Near Saint 
Quentin the international line, Paris-Erque 
lines was damaged, while over four kilo- 
metres the Paris-Drest line was felled to the 
ground, 

The telephone system was badly interfered 
with; on December 3lst only 584 trunk lines 
out of 1,155 were working, while of the main 
cen lines, 355 out of 425 were put out of 
action.

Joseph Shiels, who brought the action, said 
that the old man, Thomas Shiels,, was a 
cousin oí his, He expected the land,.as next- 
of-kin. ¢ man was always of a peculiar 
nature and always told stories, of fairies and 
seeing ore who. were dead. He was 
followed about the road by children. He 
lived with his sister in the house. On the 
occasion. of hig sister’s illness he locked her 
up in the house and went for the priest. 
‘When the priest came there the old lady, 
his sister, was dead. 

John Larkin said that he was a second 
cousin of the deceased. He kenw the de- 
ceased well. He was disabled all his life and 
was of a poor mental condition. He always 
talked of the “fairies” and often said that 
he met them on the road. 1 

Mr. Shields, solicitor, Loughrea, called as 
a witness, described a scene which took place 
in his office when deceased came to transfer 
the land tu the present owner, John Quinn. 
The ‘old man came there with John Quinn, 
and as he came into the office, said Mr. 
Shields, he gave-a cheer. He was drunk, and, 
in my opinion, said Mr. Shields,the man was 
mad. He was all the time talking and wind- 
ing a big stick, when his friend, Quinn, 
checked him and said that he was drunk. 
The old man twirled the stick and hit Quinn 
on the head and cut him, and shouted:

LARCENY OF £420. 
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COUNTY LIMERICK MAN 
SENTENCED. 

At Cork Circuit Court on last Saturday a 
young man, Thomas Whelan, stated to be a 
native of Croom, Co. Limerick, pleaded not 
guilty to an indi¢tment charging, him with 
the larceny of £420, the property of Michael 
Hassett, 1, Mallow on the 24ih October, 1925. 
The accused man was charged on two other 
counts with receiving and knowing the money 
to have been stolen. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on both 
counts. 

Judge Kenny said that he intended impos- 
ing a sentence of penal servitude if he did not 
return the money which was missing—£320. 
He believed that the suspicions of the Guards 
were weil founded, and that prisoner, whiie 
drunk, was robbed of some of the money he 
had stolen. If it were not that that was the 
first occasion he had been in trouble he 
would certainly have given him a long term 
of penal servitude; but, taking evervthing 
into consideration, he would deal with him 
in what he considered a very light manner, 
by imposing a sentence of eighteen months, 
with hard labour. 


UNDER THE MATTRESS.

SHOTGUNS AND POWDER, BUT 
NO LICENCE, 

Giving evidence at Waterford District 
Court in a charge against Patrick Walsh, 
farmer, of Moencoin, Co. Kilkenny, Sergeant 
McCarthy stated that when he called at the 
defendant’s house at 12.15 a.m., armed with 
a search warrant, the door was opened by the 
defendant, who immediately said that he had 
an old gun which he would give the witness. 
( . entering one bedroom, the witness found 
the defendant's wife in bed, and left the 
room saying that he would return in five 
minutes to search it. 

Mr. P. Murphy (solicitor for defendant) 
remarked, amidst laughter, that that was a 
remarkably short time to give a lady to dress. 

Continuing the sergeant said that when he 
returned to Mrs. W-!sh’s bedroom she put 
her hand under. the mattress of the bed, and 
produced a double-barrelled shotgun. In a 
few moments she again put her hand under 
the mattress and produced another shotgun. 

In further search of the house, the witness 
found 29 cartridges, one tin of diamond 
grain powder, one pouch of shot, and one tin 
of shot. The defendant had no licence or 
permit for any of these articles. 

In cross-examination, the sergeant said that 
Walsh was of ” s type of man he would have 
recommended for a licence had he applied 
for it. 

Remarking that the case was not a very 
serious one, Mr. McCabe, District Justice, 
imposed a fine of £1 and costs.

NORTH WALL TRAFFIC. 
TO THE EDITOR’ OF TUE IRISH TIMES. . 
Sm,—Having PO stodind ‘the North Wail 
tratlic problem in its various aspects aud 
the very costly suggestions put forward by 

the fort Board to overcome the difliculty, 4 
fear they have only looked to an improvement 
being possible aiter a great, expenditure of 
money. -We have‘ first the suggestion yo! 
removing the Butt Bridge and revuilding*it 
‘again about double the size, which | would 
involve an expénditure of at least £75,000. 
This work may. be very useful from various 
standpoints, but it will not relieve the North 
Wall congestion ‘one iota, as nothing is to 
be gained by an enormous bridge, leading 
straight into a narrow street like 1ara street. 
The problem, then, to be dealt with would 
be thé widening of Tara street to correspond 
with the bridge, and this will involve many 
more thousands, : 

‘The whole problem of the North Wall 
traffic lies in the North Wall, and not in 
the Butt Bridge. if you stand at the Custom 
‘House and look towards thé-end of the 
North Wall, what will first strike your atten- 
tion is the ample breadth of the road right 
down to the end; but there are two terrible 
defects. Passing the Custom House, there 
‘is ample room for feur lines of traffic, but 
suddenly the road closes into a “ bottle-neck’’ 
at the bridge leading into the Custom House 
After passing this obstruction the 
road is again as before. The same serious state 
of affairs again presents itself upon coming 
to the bridge leading into the next dock, and, 
after passing, we.are still on the same broad 
road. It is at these points, and these points 
alone, that all the congestion originates, as 
both mechanically propelled and horse-drawn 
vehicles are forced to fall into single line. 

The remaining traffic problem is one which 
entirely concerns the big shipping companies. 
they hove all got splendid stores on the 
North Wall, which, upon careful examina- 
tion, are never really congested with mer- 
chandise. They have also been allowed to 
build immense water-side stores, which are 
also never greatly taxed for accommodation ; 
but these companies systematically persist in 
depositing enormous quantities of goods, of 
such a nature or weight as to guarantee their 
immunity from theft, outside the gates of 
their jetty: sheds—in other words, on the 
roadside—and .these remain there for days, 
or, pethaps, weeks, as the case may be. 

Leave the Butt Bridge as it is, and devote 
a small portion of the contemplated expendi- 
ture to the two bridges leading into the 
Custom House and other dock.

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SALE OF CATTLE IN THE 
STREETS. 
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CORK TRADERS’ PROTEST. 


, At the weekly meeting of the Cork United 
Cattle Traders’ Association, the following 
letter was read from the Department of 
Agriculture :— 

“ Adverting to your letter of the 30th No- 
vember last, I have to state that the question 
of the abuse of cattle through congestion in 
the streets at fairs is engaging the Depart- 
ment’s attention. They desire to suggest, 
however, that your Association might bring 
under the notice of the Town Clerk, Tip- 
perary, the complaint as to exposure of 
cattle for sale in the streets of the town 
instead of in the local fair green, with the 
ill-results mentioned, and the local authority 
might also be requested to use their powers 
under the Towns Improvement Act of 1854. 
I have to add that the Department have pre- 
pared a poster dealing with cruelty and 
damage to animals, which they are taking 
steps to have widely distributed for the im- 
formation and warning. of dealers, drovers 
and others connected with the handling of 
live stock.”’ 

The Seeretary (Mr. Justin Kidney) said 
that they had written to the Town Clerk 
of Tipperary, and did not receive a satis- 
factory reply. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. T. Buckley) said 
that, as there was a fair green, the Tipperary 
Urban Council should insist on the cattle 
being taken into it. 

Mr. Murphy said that everywhere a suit- 
able fair green was available, the local 
authority should insist that it was “sed.

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CUT OFF COW’S TAIL. 
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NINE MONTHS’ SENTENCE IN 
SHOCKING MEATH CASE. 


A young man named John Smyth, who way 


found guilty at Trim Circuit Court last Friday 
of maiming a cow and two bullocks—cutting 
off part of the cow’s tail and stabbing the 
bullocks with a “sally’’ hook—was recom- 
mended to mercy on the ground that the 
indictment was “a stale one,” the offence 
having been committed three years ago. 
Judge Doyle passed sentence of nine months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour. 

t was stated during the hearing of the 
case that the father of a sixteen year old 
witness named Peter McArdle, jun., who gave 
evidence of seeing the defendant maim the 
cattle, was at first suspected of the offence. 
Asked why he did not come forward three 
years ago, when both he and his mother (as 
he now admitted) knew who was the real 
culprit, the boy replied: “I was not asked.” 
He added that his father was now in jail for 
cruelty to his mother and the children. 

The cattle were the property of Mrs. Mary 
McEntaggart, Drumgill. 

The boy’s evidence was that he went with 
the defendant when asked to accompany him 
to a shop for cigarettes. On the way the 
defendant told him that he would “ have 
revenge’ and cut off the tails of a few of 
McEntaggart’s cattle, and when they. came 
to the fields the defendant entered and 
chased the cattle with a ''sally ” hook, ‘They 
then returned to the witness a house, where 
the defendant woke up his father by striking 
him with the heavy end of a cow’s tail.

TENDERS TO BE INVITED, 


IMPROVEMENTSCHEMES 
FOR DUBLIN. 


-- 


The proposed Liffey tunnel, the modifi- 
cation of electricity charges, the leasing 
of Coleraine House in the interests of the 
City of Dublin Child Welfare League, and 
the provision of adequate garage accom- 
modation fog the cleansing contractors, 
were among the subjects dealt with by 
the Commissioners of the County Borough 
of Dublin at their weekly meeting on last 
Saturday. 

The Commissioners decided to invite 
tenders for the construction of the Liffey 
tunnel, in accordance with the spectfica- 
tion prepared by the City Engineer. 

This provides for a seven-foot tunnel, 
capable of accommodating, in addition to 
the cables of the Electricity Department, 
a 24-inch water main, an 18-inch sewer 
pipe, and a cimilar spare pipe, which can 
be used as circumstances require. 

The approximate cost will be from 
£45,000 to £60,000. 

The Minister for Local Government is 
to be asked for sanction to»raise the 


necessary loan.

MODIFICATIONS RECOM- 


MENDED. 


Mr, Seamus Murphy (Chairman), presided, 
nd the other Commissioners present were 
Dr. W. C. Dwyer and P. J. Hernon. 

The meeting approved of the recommenda- 
tio made by Dr. Dwyer to take a lease of 
Coleraine House, Coleraine street, Dublin, 
for a period of tem years, and that it be 
rented to the City of Dublin Child Welfare 
Leacue. 

\iessrs. Denis P. Deery and E. P. Burke 
were appointed as Inspectors of Weights and 
Measures. 

Mir. Murphy, who recommended these ap- 
pointments, said that the maximum efh- 
ciency could only be secured by the work 
being taken over by the Civic Guard, and 
he had made a recommendation to that effect 
to the Government Commission of Inquiry 
into local government of the City and County 
of Dublin. Hitherto there had not been a 
complete list of traders, subject to the opera- 
tions of the Department, and arrangements 
were being made to have this compiled. 

CONSUMERS OF ELECTRICITY. 

Mr. Hernon said that it had been found 

necessary to definitely fix certain modifica- 


tions of the charges for electricity, and he 


recommended— 

(1) As an alternative for the ordinary 
rates of charge, residential, or domestic, 
consumers will be given the option of pay- 
ing a fixed annual charge, based on 15 ee 
cent. ,of the valuation of the house, plus 
lid. per unit for current for all purposes, 
which includes meter rents ; 

(2) The rate for current through slot 
meters to be 9d. per unit, to include rent 
oi meter ; 


(3) The present rate of 2d. per unit to 


be reduced to 1d. ; 

(4) A flat rate of 3d. per unit for adver- 
tising purposes after 6 p.m. ; 

5)” Cookers to be supplied and fitted by 
the Corporation, subject to the quarterly 
hireage rates, varying from 15s. to 10s., 

according to size of cooker. 

The recommendation was adopted. 

LOAN FOR GARAGE. 

The meeting decided to make application 
to the Minister for Local Government for 
sanction to a Joan of £13,250 to cover the 
cost of acquiring premises and making the 
necessary alterations to provide adequate 
«rage accommodation for the cleansing con- 
tractors at Aldborough Parade. 

Mr. E. Fitzgerald, of the Borough Sur- 
revor’s Department, was appointed Superin- 
tendent of Cleansing for the probationary 
period of one year from the Ist January. 

Mr. Murphy, who made the recommenda- 
tion, believed that the absence of an engineer 
from the Cleansing Department was respon- 
sible for the fact that the cleansing had not 
been carried out on the scientific principles 
which should govern this department.
